Mr. Jenkins reported Epperson Spring in Snake Creek 
had been inspected. The collectíon system needs much 
improvement. More sampling will be done in this area. 


Mr. Jenkins state the Granger Stake has submitted 
plans for a development above Wallsburg. Planning 
Commission will have to approve project before 
construction can begin, 


It vas reported Richard Sweet and other personnel of 
the State Health Department vill be in the Stravberry 
Area this coming veek. They vill inspect cafes, 
campgrounds, vater systems, and vaste disposal systems. 
Their findings vill be documented for future reference. 


It vas reported there vas evidence of garbage being 

dumped in the Strawberry Area near C0-op Creek, After 
some discussion on the matter Dr. Green made a motion
